ey are, by the matter of this veifel, ftated to amount 
to 60,000, and the communication between L’Orient 
and Paris had been entirely cut off, no lefs than 30 
couriers being due when the American left France. 

Paris papers to the 28th inftant were Monday re- 
ceived in town. The mott important articles which 
they contain, and they are indeed highly fo, are, a delay 

which has taken place in the execution of the dectee 
for the tranfportation of the 37 Jacobins, who are ne- 
verthelefs not fet at liberty ; and the prefogtation al- 
ready made by Sieyes to the two Legiflative Committees 
of the Conftitution- which he is defirous of giving to 
France. This promptitude, fo {trongly contrafted with 
the flownefs with which che formetConttitutions were 
made, proves that the late revolution lias been the re- 
‘ fult, and the means chofen for carrying into execu- 
tion, plans previoufly matured. The fufpenfion of the 
tranfportation of the Jacobins does not thew the fame 
confiftency in the exercife of the power, nor the fame 
ftedfaftnefs in the fudfequent views of the Government. 
It is fuppofed that this retrogade ftep in the ‘Triumvirs, 
or rather.in the Decemvirs, is produced more by the 
external than by the internal ftate of France. They 
flattered themfelves with the hopes of being able to dif- 
unite the coalition, and eafily to conclude fuch a peace 
as they are defirous of obtaining. Their late com- 
munication with the belligerent. powers, having proved 
to the leaders of the I'rench Government, that the 
coalition was more united than they fuppofed, and 
that the prolongation of the war was almoit inevitable, 
it is believed, that they were unwilling to lofe, irveco- 
verably, the fupport of the Jacobins, thofe nurfes of re- 
volutionary fanaticifm. We fhall not dilate on this 
Conttitution, which is yet but hypothetical. In the 
event of its proving founded in truth, it is not neceflary 
to fay that we fhould conlider it as juft grounds for con- 
gratulation. ‘ihe union of the great Continental 
Powers, and the efforts of the French Royalifts, who, 
according to recent accounts, are not morgithan them 
inclined to compromife withthe French Republic, af- 
ford us better means of fecurity, and better foundation 
for-hope, than the peaceable profeflions of Sieyes or of 
Buonaparte.' We do not, ‘however, confider it as im- 
probable, that the evident injulticejwith which fome of 
thofe who were condemned to be déperted have been 
treated, may have cuufed difcontents capable. of in{piring 
with. fome unealinefs, thofe who fet on foot the pro- 
fcription. ; :

4 fketch of my pro- 
pofed route—-I paffed Mount St Gotthard, and over- 
came all the obitacles that oppofed my progrefs—[ ar- 
rived on the day fixed at the place where I expected 
to be joined, and there I found every thing wrong. 
Inftead of finding an army in good order and tn an ad- 
vantageous pofition, 1 found no army at all. ‘The pofi- 
tion at Zurich, which was to be defended by 60,000 
Auftrians, had been abandoned to the detence of 20,000 
Rufians. This army was left in want of provifions.— 
Hotze allowed himfelf to be furprifed ; Korfako® was 
beaten. The French remained malters of Switzerland 
and thus I found myfelf alone with my corps of troops, 
without either artillery, provifions or f{tores, obliged to 
retreat into the Grifon to join troops in Bull route. Not 
an article of what had been promifed was done.

«« This temper continued feveral days, and the burfts 
of rage which he. exhibited before thofe who faw him, 
gave reafon to fear that he would have loft his fenfes in 
good earneft. He quitted Lindau abruptly, without, it 
is faid, communicating his intentions to the Archduke, 
and this ftep, it is added, endangered the fafety of the 
Autteian pofts, which guarded that quarter.

Official Letter from General Baron Meas, to the Imperial 
Minister Plenipotentiary, Count Cocasyritts, dated head- 
quarters, Ronchi, Nov. 5, nme clock in the evening. 
With the utmoft pleafure I inform you of a fignal 
vittory gained by my brave army. It had, indeed, 
gained confiderable advantages over the enemy on the 
gut of Oober ; but, under cover of the fortrefs of 
Coni, they had again coliected their troops under the 
cannon of that fortrefs, and having befides received 
confiderable reinforcements from France on the two 
following days, they advanced again with menacing 
celerity on both banks of the Stura, againft Foffino, 
repalfed our advanced pofts, and made themfelves 
mafters of the town of Savigliano, where they intended 
to await other reinforcements, which were approaching 
by way of Pignerol and Saluzzo. It was alfo their 
intention to advance to Bra, and to cut off the retreat 
of our armies. To fruftrate thefe daring plans, I re- 
folved to be beforehand with them, and to attack them. 
With this view, I ordered my army to crofs the Stura, 
and advanced jon the sth between Goflano and Care 
regpio. 

On the 4th, my army marched in three columns ; 
the firft againit Savigliano, the fecond againft Genola, 
and the third againft Murazzo. ‘Thefe three columns 
had fcarecly advanced from the camp, when they were 
attacked by the enemy in order of battle. In a moment 
the action became fpeneral, Our right Wing, at firft, 
drove the enemy to flight, purfued them to Savigliano, 
and made a great number of prifoners ; but the centre, 
near Genola, fultained our repeated attacks with in- 
vincible cbf{tinacy. To defeat this, I ordered the right 
wing to advance from Savigliano againft Genola, when 
the enemy immediately retreated, fighting, fearing to 
be cut off. We purfued them vigoroufly as far as Val- 
digi and Centale, and night only iaved the centre of 
the enemy’s army from entire deftrustion. 

Thus ended a battle on the 4th, which had lated 
thirteen hours. ‘T'o-day I intended to follow up that 
victory, made another attack on the enemy, at four in 
the morning, and having fuececied, with the affiftance 
of my brave troops, to. obtain polieflion of Ronchi, 
where the Frénch had concentrated their forces, they 
were obliged to feck fafety in a precipitate flight. A 
part of them threw themfelves into the Stura, where 
upwards of 50a were drowned ; the remainder, who 
had not fpirit enough to imitate their example, were 
forced to furrender. Upwards of 4000 prifoners, and 
feveral pieces of cannon, are already in our hands.— 
The number of the enemy’s killed and wounded amounts 
to more.than 4000, 

Fatigued as my excellent troops aré, after fo many 
actions, yet they continue to be animated by the moft 
courageous zeal, and I intend to-morrow, at break of 
day, to advance farther, and fhould the enemy refift, 
to difperfe them~entirely. I hopefo6tl to be able ‘to
